HOMES OUT 
OF REACH 


HOUSE prices in Southend are 
increasing more than twice as 
fast as wages. 

Average salaries in Southend 
rose by 31 per cent in the last ten 
years, according to figures from 
Office for National Statistics 
while land registry data show 
average house prices have 
climbed by 77 per cent over the 
same period. 

The National Housing 
Federation blamed a ‘severe 
housing shortage’, and warned 
that mortgages and rents were 
now ‘out of reach’ for workers 
on average incomes. 

Claire Astbury, manager for 
the National Housing

the county, but they 
are also affecting 
employers and busi¬ 
nesses and risk hold¬ 
ing back economic 
growth.”

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OAPs fall for telephone con trick 


PEOPLE are once again being warned 
to be on their guard against a telephone 
fraudster who conned £13,000 out of 
elderly victims. 

A man in his 80s, in Leigh was 
tricked into handing over £5,000 on 
Tuesday, March 18. 

Another woman in her 70s lost £3,000 
on Wednesday, March 19, and an elder¬ 
ly man in Southend gave the fraudster 
£5,000 on Thursday, March 20. 

In all cases the victims were contact¬ 
ed by a man claiming to be a 
Metropolitan Police fraud squad officer 
based at Hammersmith who said he was 
investigating fraud at their respective 
banks. 

He claimed he needed a large sum of 


money to be withdrawn from the local 
branches of the bank so the banknotes 
could be forensically examined. 

A total of 24 people in Rochford, 
Canvey and Southend were called by 
the bogus officer. 

More than 100 people in Essex have 
been tricked out of more than £350,000 
since the scam first came to light in 
January 2013. 

Chief inspector Matt Bennett, said all 
of the 27 people who were contacted 
last week were given various stories 
about how there was an investigation 
into the theft of bank cards or bank 
details and there had been cases of 
fraud at their bank branches. 

He said: “Some people realised it was 


a long running scam and one person 
told the caller he had seen a warning on 
Crimewatch the previous evening. 

“Another person said a police officer 
lived next door and he was going to 
invite him round to handle the call. 

“Unfortunately three people fell for 
the fraud and handed over the money to 
couriers who were sent by the tricksters 
to collect the cash. 

“The man at Leigh had already hand¬ 
ed over £5,000 when the trickster asked 
for another £9,000. 

“His bank became concerned when 
he tried to make another large cash 
withdrawal and called police when they 
realised what had happened. 

“These are despicable crimes being 


carried out by thieves posing as police 
fraud officers, the very people they 
ought to be able to turn to and trust in 
exactly this sort of crime. 

“Instead, they callously prey on the 
elderly and vulnerable and have no 
thought for how their victims might 
suffer from the loss of money that 
might have been saved over many 
years. 

“It is vital that whenever people 
receive this sort of call they should put 
the phone down and call us, but on 
another phone or mobile. 

“Part of the con involves keeping peo¬ 
ple on the line while they pretend to 
transfer calls to police officers or bank 
officials.”

Row erupts over pier pub idea 


A ROW has broken out over the 
possibility of getting a pub 
installed at the end of Southend 
Pier. 

Campaign group Saxon King 
In Priory Park (SKIPP) has said 
Southend Council has not been 
doing enough to attract people 
to the end of the pier. 

The group has already 
approached Marston's Brewery 
and J.D Wetherspoons to see if 
either of them wanted to set up 
a chain at the pier head. 

Mark Sharp, a member of 
SKIPP explained he felt the 
pier was being neglected and it 
should be the crowning glory of 
the town. 

He said: “The council has cre¬ 
ated the new Royal Pavilion and 
true, visitor numbers have 
increased since it opened and 
Jamie Oliver arrived. 

“However, what has the coun¬ 
cil done in recent years to 


attract external commercial 
investment? 

“During meetings with coun¬ 
cillors and council officers to 
discuss the pier we have made 
suggestions for improvements 
that we are happy to leave in the 
hands of the relevant officers. 

“However, it has become 
clear that despite the best 
efforts of officers they have 
been let down by the councillor 
in charge. 

“Councillor Jarvis has said 
there could be problems with 
the weather and transport to the 
end of the pier, but in the same 
breath he says he would like to 
see a restaurant at the end so it 
is a bit contradictory. 

“There is already a captive 
audience at the end of the pier. 

“At the moment there really 
isn't anything at the end of the 
pier for refreshments. 

“There is already a captive 


audience that go to the end of 
the pier and we think it would 
be the best thing to have at the 
end of the pier.” 

Councillor for culture and 
tourism, Derek Jarvis said he 
found it staggering the council 
can be accused of neglecting 
the pier. 

He said: “Whilst we would 
not rule out any community 
idea, I do not believe that a pub 
is necessarily the best thing for 
the pier or even a realistic aim. 

“We have explored various 
options for commercial ven¬ 
tures such as restaurants over 
many years, but the common 
response is that it is not viable. 

“Unfortunately in this 
instance SKIPP has shown 
extreme naivety in the under¬ 
standing of how the pier and 
business works. 

“Leasing parts of the pier is a 
huge challenge.”

ESSEX Police plans to spend 
£6 million revamping 
Southend police station 
because the force claims it is 
not fit for purpose. 

The proposal sees the number 
of cells extented from 22 to 30 
plus dedicated facilities for 
drugs inspections as well as 
washrooms, interview suites 
and an increase in booking-in 
desks. The current custody suite 
is more than 50 years old and is 
not fit for purpose for modem 
policing, says the force. 

Assistant chief constable 
Julia Wortley said the invest¬ 
ment demonstrates a commit¬ 


ment to keeping policing in the 
town. She said: “Our plan to 
refurbish the custody suite at 
Southend follows other 
improvements at Grays, 
Basildon and Chelmsford in 
recent years, which have pro¬ 
vided some excellent facilities. 

“The planning application [to 
Southend Council] also 
includes some changes to the 
facade of the building which 
we hope will transform the 
dated 1950s exterior of the 
police station into a landmark 
building for Southend.” 

Police and crime commis¬ 
sioner for Essex Nick Alston 


said he was pleased the plan 
had been put forward. He said: 
“It is important that our police 
stations are for purpose and 
well equipped to serve the 
needs of the local community.” 

He added: “I am confident 
that the refurbishment of the 
Southend station will have a 
positive impact on policing in 
Southend and on the communi¬ 
ty that it serves. 

“This work forms an impor¬ 
tant part of the wider Essex 
Police estates strategy.” 

If planning consent is agreed, 
the work is scheduled to be 
completed by May 2016.

Captain America: The Winter 
Soldier (12A, 136 mins) 


P AST and present collide in 
Anthony and Joe Russo's 
action-packed sequel to the 
2011 blockbuster, which continues 
to expand the sprawling Marvel 
Comics universe. 

Addressing timely concerns about 
unrest in the Middle East and the cor¬ 
ruptibility of the political establish¬ 
ment, Captain America: The Winter 
Soldier is a bombastic, big budget 
extravaganza that's every bit as 
entertaining as the opening chapter. 

Screenwriters Christopher Markus 
and Stephen McFeely are duty 
bound to deliver a miasma of explo¬ 
sive thrills, and they don't disappoint. 

A crunching car chase involving 
S.H.I.E.L.D. director Nick Fury 
(Samuel L Jackson) is edge-of-the- 
seat stuff and a climactic showdown 
involving the titular hero and diaboli¬ 
cal Hydra lets loose the special 
effects wizards. 

Amidst the death and destruction, 
Markus and McFeely flesh out char¬ 
acters and back stories, fanning an 
air of fear and paranoia that harks 
back to cold war thrillers of a bygone 
military age. 

The canny casting of Robert 
Redford in a meaty supporting role 
conjures fond memories of Three 
Days Of The Condor, which also 
explored skulduggery within the cor¬ 
ridors of power. 

Set two years after The Avengers, 



The Winter Soldier opens with 
Steve Rogers (Chris Evans) 
acclimatising to life in present 
day Washington D.C.. 

In his heroic guise as 
Captain America, he 
leads a daring rescue J 
mission at sea, flanked A 
by sexy spy Natasha 
Romanoff (Scarlett Johansson) and 
S.H.I.E.L.D.'s counter-terrorism unit. 

Soon after, Nick Fury escorts 
Rogers into the bowels of the 
agency's headquarters, which hous¬ 
es three state-of-the-art heli-carriers. 

These aerial warships, codenamed 
Project Insight, will extinguish threats 
to global peace from the skies, killing 
terrorists before they strike. 

“I thought the punishment usually 
came after the crime,” observes 
Rogers. 

“We can't afford to wait that long,” 
retorts Fury coldly. 

Alexander Pierce (Redford), a senior 
member of S.H.I.E.L.D. and the 
World Security Council, echoes 
Fury's grave concerns. 

“To build a better world, sometimes 
you've got to tear the old one down,” 
he warns Rogers, who seems to be 
the person concerned about the moral 
implications of playing judge, jury and 
executioner with the push of a button. 

Captain America: The Winter 
Soldier is cut from the same tried and 
tested cloth as the first instalment. 

Evans and Johansson enjoy verbal 
jousting in between their fight 
sequences while Anthony Mackie

proves a likeable addition to the team 
as winged warrior Falcon, who looks 
at Captain America's superhuman 
efforts and quips, "I do what he does. 
Just slower". 

There's an inescapable feeling 
throughout that this is an appetiser to 
the main course of a third film in 2016 
and sure enough, the Russo broth¬ 
ers' picture ends with a cliff-hanger. 

True fan boys and girls should stay in 
their seats as usual for the obligatory 
extra scene during the end credits that 
hints at the mayhem to come in the 
next Avengers movie: Age Of Ultron.

Force of nature 



W ANDER along two-and-a- 
half kilometres of the River 
Chelmer to get an insight 
into the area's history and see how 
its banks have been transformed 
into a thriving nature reserve. 

Chelmer Valley Nature Reserve, 
located along the eastern banks of 
the river, holds a Green Flag 
Community Award, a national 
award that recognises high quality 
green spaces that are managed by 
voluntary and community groups. 

The reserve, which is managed by 
Chelmsford Borough Council, is 
actively supported by the Friends of 
Chelmer Valley Local Nature 
Reserve who are working to devel¬ 
op the area into a permanent place 
for wildlife, education and recreation. 

Today the site, a mixture of foot 
and bike paths between Valley 
Bridge and Victoria Road, is home 
to a wide range of wildlife and 
habitats including rare areas of old 
grassland, forgotten ponds perfect 
for newts and frogs, and river-lined 
woodland. 

Alongside the river itself, the 
northern section of the reserve, 
between Valley Bridge and Fifth 
Avenue, is home to unimproved 
grassland, old hedger, scrub, river- 
lined woodland and a seasonal 
pond. 


Setting off from Valley Bridge 
along the reserves' 39 acres you 
will pass Stable Field, which sup¬ 
ports a variety of wild flowers 
including Pyramidal and Common 
Spotted Orchids and bees and 
butterflies, such as the Essex 
Skipper, Meadow Brown and 
Common Blue, who feed of nectar 
provided by Field Scabious and 
Greater Knapweed. The field, 
which was originally part of 
Springfield Hall Farm at the time of 
the Tithe Awards in 1839, was 
once surrounded by arable pasture 
and meadows and still has its orig¬ 
inal hedge lines. 

Further along the river are the 
reserves' plantation woods, home 
to Willows and Grey Poplars, and 
the old Mill House, which was con¬ 
structed from brick and timber with 
an undershot wheel. While the mill 
once worked eight pairs of stones, 
today only the water wheel shaft 
and parts of the wheel sluice sur¬ 
vive. 

Adjacent to this is Mill Pond 
which supports a variety of fish 
including Bullheads and Stone 


Loaches, and even sometimes 
other creatures such as Great 
Crested Newts and even White 
Clawed Crayfish. 

Also in the area of Mill House 
and Mill Pond is the former site of 
Bishops' Hall which was used by 
the Bishops of London as a week¬ 
end residence until 1545. The hall, 
which stood on the corner of 
Rectory Lane and New Street, was 
destroyed by fire in 1929. 

Other locations of interest along 
the route include a series of ponds 
at Great Mead, which have been 
created for the benefit of amphib¬ 
ians such as frogs and newts and 
invertebrates including dragonflies 
and damselflies, and a large marsh 
area opposite the Riverside Retail 
Park. This marshland is also home 
to mature Willows that are harvest¬ 
ed every 15 to 30 years by a local 
company to make cricket bat 
blades. 

You can access the reserve from 
a number of pedestrian points 
including the southern end of 
Victoria Road, footbridges from 
Anglian Ruskin University campus 


at Rivermead, Fifth Avenue via Hill 
View Road, and Valley Bridge, and 
parking is available at Riverside 
Leisure Centre or at Springfield 
Hall Park in Arun Close, 
Chelmsford. 

There are a series of interpreta¬ 
tion boards along the river which 
tell you more about the reserve but 
if you want further information 


before you set off then you can 
download a Chelmer Valley Local 
Nature Reserve Heritage and 
Nature Trail leaflet from 
www.chelmsford.gov.uk/friends-

Q. Is there really such a thing as a right to 
light? 

A. There is indeed. In fact, in places like 
London’s Chinatown and Covent Garden, 
particularly in narrow back alleyways, signs 
saying “Ancient Lights” can be seen marking 
individual windows. 

So, what’s it all about? 

It was The Prescription Act of 1832 which enshrined the notion of Ancient Lights in 
English law. This basically said that if someone had been enjoying light through a 
window for a minimum of 20 years, then they could effectively veto any attempt to 
build in front of it, if the new building diminished the amount of light they received 
and caused them a nuisance. In other words, neighbours could not build anything 
that would block the light, without permission. 

This issue still has relevance today, for example, in cases where developers are 
hoping to throw up blocks of flats in areas of ordinary low-rise housing — although it 
can just as easily crop up when one homeowner wants to build an extension that 
blocks light from his or her neighbour’s property. 

Needless to say, defining exactly how much light can be obscured before your 
Ancient Light has been shaded to the point of being a nuisance is the subject of 
considerable debate. This of course is key, since in disputes of this nature the courts 
are less concerned with how much light has actually been (or is likely to be) lost, 
than whether the remaining light is deemed sufficient. In other words, the courts may 
well decide there is no case to answer, if they consider that there is still enough light 
to live by - no matter how much darker it might be! 

Recent court cases have highlighted the importance of dealing with this issue as 
early as possible, since an injunction can be imposed on the transgressing party, 
even after a building has been completed. That’s because the standards used to 
prove an infringement of a person’s legal right to light are different to those used for 
planning purposes. So, the mere fact that a new building or a home extension has 
planning permission does not automatically protect the developer or homeowner 
from a subsequent legal claim. At least in theory, this could mean that the new 
building would have to be reduced in height - although in practice monetary 
compensation is generally more common.

ON-LOAN Jamar Loza stole the 
show as the Shrimpers romped home 
to their first win in an incredible 
fourteen games before the live TV 
cameras on Monday night. 

Before Loza’s ‘worldy’ late clinch¬ 
er, Southend had got their noses 
ahead courtesy of a Will Atkinson 
strike and Lee Barnard’s spot-kick. 

The Blues had almost made the per¬ 
fect start from the kick-off when Loza 
- making his first start in a Blues shirt 
after a late cameo appearance last Fri¬ 
day at Bristol Rovers - latched onto 
Sam Long’s under hit back pass, but 
his first touch was too heavy. 

But, Southend were soon celebrat¬ 
ing when Loza - on a 28-day loan 
fvrom Norwich City - skilfully beat 
Alfie Potter and from the bye-line 
unselfishly squared for Atkinson to 
side-foot home from six yards. 

One became two on 17 minutes 
when U’s Jake Wright’s back header 
left keeper, Ryan Clarke in no man’s 
land and his desperate dive upended 
the lively Loza. Barnard then 
stepped up and side-footed coolly 
home from the spot - his first goal 
for nearly a year. 

Oxford - whose automatic promo¬ 
tion hopes are fading - finally got 
their game together and the 
unmarked James Constable should 
have halved the deficit - but blazed 
David Hunt’s flag-kick horribly wide 
from barely six yards on 26 minutes. 

The U’s couldn’t live with Loza’s 
pace and the 19-year old nearly con¬ 
jured a goal out of nothing on 33 
minutes, riding a couple of half¬ 
hearted challenges, before Oxford 
managed to clear their lines. 

Kevan Hurst - in an unfamiliar 
defensive role - preserved the Blues’ 
lead with a fine goal line clearance

on the stroke of half-time to deny 
Sean Rigg from point-blank range. 

Constable missed another gilt- 
edged chance straight after the break 
by failing to convert Hunt’s near post 
long throw, before Hurst - in more 
familiar territory - was unlucky to 
see his piledriver fly just over a div¬ 
ing Clarke’s bar. 

Not content with their two-goal 
cushion, Southend continued to ask 
all the questions of a side that Gary 
Waddock had taken charge of late 
last week. 

But, the Blues were to be frustrat¬ 
ed by a series of stunning Clarke 
saves - more than making amends 
for conceding that first-half penalty 
- denying Loza, Hurst and Leonard 
twice. 

However, Clarke - nor the Oxford 


defence - had no answer to Loza’s 
stunning late goal. The striker won 
possession in the centre-circle and 
beat off a couple of tackles, before 
drawing the visiting keeper off his 
line and finished with an exquisite 
chip from the edge of the box. 

That goal sealed their first win 
since mid-January, and a relieved 
Southend boss, Phil Brown, admit¬ 
ted: “The win was down to absolute 
quality in the final third tonight. It 
could have been more than three - 
and we could have conceded - but 
we focussed on both sides of the 
game and made sure we got it right.” 

Brown paid tribute to matchwin- 
ner, Loza: “Whilst I’ve got great 
strikers at the club in the shape of 
Barry Corr, Freddy Eastwood and 
Lee Barnard, Jamar offers us some-

thing different. Jamar showed 
tonight that he has got that pace. 
Tonight was his night. He made the 
first goal, won the penalty and 
scored a great goal himself. He 
showed quality and hopefully Chris 
Hughton won’t be driving him back 
to Norwich! He might want a quality 
striker - and he has certainly loaned 
one to us.” 

Brown concluded: “For the last 
seven games, we need the goalscor- 
ers to be scoring goals. Hopefully, 
tonight will show we are back. The 
hard work of the first two-thirds has 
enabled us to go through this slump, 
in these last ten or twelve games, and 
to still be around the play-offs. But, 
tonight’s win was ‘massive.” 

Waddock, added: “Obviously, for 
the fans who travelled down tonight, 
I am disappointed for them. And, 
obviously, we could do better in 
terms of getting a result. Overall, it 
wasn’t the best evening.” 

Atkinson admitted: “The win has 
been a long time coming and it’s real¬ 
ly good to do it in front of the cam¬ 
eras.
